Packing Company, 
Schwartzschild & Sulzberger Com- 
pany, are guilty of entering into an 
agreement to fix and 
maintain the 
price for the sale of dressed beef and 
pork in Missouri, not all of the com- 
panies, however, operating In St Jo- 
seph, Kansas City and St Louis. It is 
Bet forth that the prices 
were fixed 


through agents, managers and solic- 
itors and many times by managers of 
coolers in these cities.

upon Decatur for coal is the worst 
ever known. Last night at 5 o'clock 
there were on the company's books or- 
ders from fifty-eight different individ- 
uals in other towns. Some were deal- 
ers and some were consumers and the 
orders ranged from one to five car 
loads so that it is like'y that Monday 
morning the company will be 200 car 
loads behind on the outside 
orders.

Manager Armstrong said tha 
it was questionable if the mill teams 
could, by taking their turn at the 
chutes, get enough coal to keep th< 
fires going at the mill and for tha 
reason he had ordered a temporary 
shutting down of the plant. 


He cited several instances where 


during the last week small industries 
had been closed for as much as twen- 
ty-four hours because they had no 
fuel for making steam. In other in- 
stances it was only by the hardest 
kind of work that fuel sufficient had 
been secured to keep other and larg- 
er factories from shutting down. 


Was Exaggerated. 


There was a story yesterday that 


the coal company had Issued positive 
orders that no more coal should be 
hauled 
to 
churches. When asked 


about that last night Manager Arm- 
strong smiled and said: "There was 
no such order given. A week ago the 
man at the scales who 
directs the 


teamsters working for the company, 
told me that he had managed to get 
some coal to every church but one 
having an order In. That one was 
overlooked. Yesterday I told him that 
I believed that It would be better for 
him to give preference to orders com- 
ing from families rather than from 
churches. For this reason. The fam- 
ily must remain at home. Some of 
them might go to church for a short 
time on Sunday but that is not abso- 
lutely necessary. 
It is necessary for 


some of them to remain in 
their 


homes. The aged and Httle folks can- 
not get away from the house and they 
should be protected from the cold as 
far as It it possible to protect them.

He 
declares that his efforts are merely 
to get fuel to the greatest number of 
persons in need of it. There Is no 
trouble to sell It. The difficulty is in 
making the most equitable distribu- 
tion.

al assembly there will be introduced 
a. bill designed to remove from the 
powers which name nolle* and firemen, 
possibility of political Interference, and 
making merit the test for appointment. 
These aro the principal features of 
the bill: 


In every city in this state having a 


population of not less than 
seven 


thousand, no more than one hundred 
thousand, there shall be appointed by 
the mayor, by and with the consent of 
the city council, a board of flre and 
police commissioners, 
consisting 
of 


three members, whose term of ofllce 
shall be three years and until their 
respective succesors shall be appointed 
and qualified, except as hereinafter 
provided. 


The first appointments under 
this 


act shall be made within thirty days 
after the taking effect hereof. 
One 


of the members shall be then 
ap- 


pointed to serve until tha end of the 
then current municipal year, another 
to serve until the end of the municipal 
year next ensuing, and the third to 
serve until the end of the municipal 
year second next ensuing; provided, 
that each of said members shall serve 
until his successor Is appointed and 
qualified. 
' 


Such board of flre and pollca com- 


missioners shall have the 
manage- 


ment and control of all matters relat- 
ing to the ftrc and police departments 
of such city, its officers and members, 
and shall appoint all such officers and 
members; provided, that all 
appoint- 


ments to such police force, other than 
that of patrolman, shall be from the 
rank next below that to which the 
appointment shall be made. 


Such board of commissioners shall 


make rules to carry out the purpose of 
this act, and for appointments and re- 
movals in accordance with its pro- 
visions, and the board may, from time 
to time make changes in such rules. 


All such rules and changes therein 


shall be forthwith printed • • • 
by publication in the official paper of 
the city. * » • 


All applicants for position in the 


flre or police department of such city, 
shall be subjected to 
examination, 


which shall be public, competitive and 
free to ail persons possessing the right 
of suffrage In such city, subject to 
reasonable limitations as to residence, 
age, health, habits and moral charac- 
ter.

MANY MILES Of 
SUGAR CANE. 


Over Seven Feet of Rainfall Recorded 


Within Eight Oaye. 


Holualoa. Kona. H. I., Dec. 17, 1902. 
1 arrived here Sunday after a ten- 


days' trip around the Island. We drove 
S07 miles In our buggy which we ship- 
ped home by steamer and then trav- 
elled on horseback for sixty miles. The 
horseback ride was via one of the most 
terribly tough mountain trails that you 
can imagine. It was a fine trip, one that 
I will never forget and never regret. 
On the Hllo side of the Island there is 
• stratuh for nearly one hundred miles 
through plantations of nothing but 
•ugar cane. 
Along that route you can 


»ee twelve sugar mills running full 
blast. On the Kona side there ato only 
•bout 1.500 at!es of s'jgtir cane and 
one mill, but there is mile after mile 
Of coffee plantations. 


On this side of the Island they have 


bo water except the rain thtit they 
catch in tanks and reservoirs But they 
bave lots of rain. 
It Is not uncom- 


mon her» for us much as eight Inches 
Of rain to fall in twenty-four hours. 
At Laupahoeiioi one day lost month in 
eight dnys there was a rainfall of 
•Jghty-slx In. hes. I thought that 
the 


entire sea had bioken loose over the 
Island, but In two hours after It was 
over you could not see any trace of the 
rain lor the Island Is mostly rock and 
tbe watei mns at once Into the sea. 


It would surprise you 
to see the 


coffee and sugar cane gt owing through 
the rocks where there is scarcely 
a 


*tgn of soil in sight. Up on the moun- 
tains, three thousand feet above 
the 


level ol th& sea. they do not raise cano 
•r coffee, but there is good grazing 
land and there you may see fine herds 
of cattle and sheep. 1 visited the ranch 
of Mr. Lowe. 
He Is the brother-in- 


law of 
Governor Dole. 
The Lowe 


ranch embiaces 8,000 acres and ther 
I saw about 5,000 cattle and as man 
•heep. You may Judge from this tha 
the island Is good for something- in ad 
dltlon to volcanoes. 


I visited the crater of the volcan 


Kllauea but at that time it was no 
very active and only a little fire was in 
•Ight. 
The week before I was there 


the crater was more active and the 
I»va had boiled up three hundred fee 
above the level at which I saw It. Even 
then the lava was not within 800 feet 
«f the point at which It would over- 
flow the ciater. Knelosed In this let- 
ter Is n charred envelop that I held 
ever one of the • racks In the lava. 


I expect to leave Honolulu on Jan. 


I on the ship Korea. 
I will make a 


•hort visit In California before leturn- 
Jng home. 


Tomorrow my brother will entertain 


Governor Dole and party at lunch. The 
party is enroute to the mountains on 
a hunting trip.

Kitchener's Achievement in Building 


the Great Line of Railroad. 


The construction of this railway will 


always be ranked one of the greatest of 
Kitchener's achievements in the Sou- 
dan. Obliged by limited appropriations 
to conduct all his operations at the 
least possible expense, he made use of 
every remnant of the equipment of 
Ismail Pasha's unfinished railway, res- 
cuing dismantled engines from ditches, 
and collecting missing parts from the 
contents of scrap heaps. 
Near the 


Atbaia his rails gave out, leaving a 
break of some distance to a necessary 
terminus. Eveiy siding which could 
be spared was taken up. and then, the 
results being Insufficient, the village 
of Wady Haifa was laid under requi- 
sition. Here many of the houses had 
straw roofs supported by rails taken 
from the old line. These were sum- 
mat lly appropriated, and after their re- 
moval Halfa presented the spectacle

For this reason a mana- 
ger must know every play so well that 
he can tell If the dialogue Is being 
garbled. He must know this not to set- 
lie all these seemingly trivial disputes 
between the members but in order that 
:he members of the company do not 
•fake' words on him. There is some- 
•imes a proneness to do this.

How the Department Divides Them— 


Compensation of the Postmasters. 
"It Is quite surprising the number of 


etteis the postofflce department will 
receive during the course of a year 
'.rom all sections of the country* Tiak- 
ng inquiry as to the different \ ssea 
of postofflces; what they are, how 
»y 


are advanced from class to class, , .e 
salaries and compensations of 
post- 


masters in the different grades and th, 
process of 
'relegating' 
presidentia 


postofflces back to the fourth class and 
other queries along this line," laid an 
old postofflce Inspector recently. 


/'It is possible to give this Informa- 


tion In a succinct and comprehensive 
form. 
While there are three classes 


of presidential postofflces, the depart 
ment In the preparation of its appoint- 
ment papers divides all 
postofflces 


Into but two classes—presidential and 
fourth class. 


"A presidential office Is an 
office 


where the salary of" the postmaster 
amounts to not less than $250 
per 


quarter for four consecutive quarters, 
and the gross receipts for the same 
time amounts to $1,900. 
When an 


office has paid the above amount for 
four consecntive quarters and 
the 


gross receipts have amounted to $1,900 
or more it is then advanced to the 
presidential class. 


"A first-class presidential office is 


one in which the gross receipts are 
over $40,000 per annum, the salary of 
:he postmaster of the same 
being 


from $3,000 to $6,000. 
A second-class 


office is one where the gross receipts 
amount to $8,000 and not exceeding 
140,000 per annum, the salary of the 
postmaster of this class being from 
12,000 to $2,900 per annum. 
A third- 


class office is one where the gross re- 
ceipts are $1,900 and not exceeding 
I $8,000 per annum, the salary of the 
I postmaster being from $1,000 to $1,900 
(per annum, 


"Fourth-class postofflces 
comprise 


all offices where the receipts are less 
than $1,900 per annum, or where the 
compensation of the postmaster does 
not amount to $250 per quarter for four 
consecutive quarters. 


"Fourth-class postmasters are 
al- 


lowed as compensation the whole of 
the box rents collected at their offices 
and commissions on cancellations of 
matter actually mailed at their offices 
and on amounts received from waste 
pap-sr, etc., sold, as follows: 
On the 


first $50 or less per quarter, 100 per 
cent; on the next $100 or less per 
quarter, 60 per cent.; on the next $200 


less per quarter, 50 per cent., and on 


all the balance, 40 per cent., the same 
to be ascertained and allowed by the 
auditor for the postofflce department 
in the settlement of the accounts. 


'When a presidential postofflce falls 


to come up to the minimum standard 
under the rules it Is 'relegated' to the 
fourth class, the postmaster's regular 
salary ceasing and his official Income 
becoming dependent upon his commis- 
sions. 
Thus, 
seven 
presidential 


postoffices <vere relegated trf the fourth 
class this past year, while thirty-seven 
'ourth-class postofflces were advanced 
o the presidential class."—Washington 
Star.

Simplified spelling has bean declared 


for by the Illinois State Teachers' asso- 
ciation. 
Everybody should be for it. 


It is a platlorm on which all should be 
able to stand without dissension. Any 
old system that Will get the 'people to- 
gether on the correct spelling of words 
certainly calls for the encouragement of 
those who have been up against 
the 


spelling of the finished school pro- 
duct, or even the college product. The 
association is not radical in the step 
taken. It is very conservative, having 
contented itself with an endorsement 
of the plan of the National associa- 
tion. 
It has meiely taken a step in 


advance, and does not propose a raJ- 
Ical Innovation but hopes to lead up 
to a gradual change In the system 
which will make It possible to secure 
more correct spelling of certain classes 
of -words that now trip the pupils and 
others. 
The resolution adopted 
de- 


clares for the "amelioration of spelling 
to conform with the simplified spell-' 
ing as adopted by the National Edu- 
cational association." 


Even this step was not taken unti 


after a hard battle with the old-fash 
loned educators desiring to stick to the 
system ,that has been in vogue for 
many years, but the advocates of the 
new plan had the satisfaction of know 
Ing that they won over a number of 
men and women who had previously 
opposed any monkeying with the or- 
thography handed down from time im- 
memorial. 


In the beginning not many words are 


affected. They areN as follows, the old 
and the new methods being given: 


Though—Tho. 
Although—Altho. 
Programme—Program. 
Thoroughfare—Thorofare. 
Through—Thru. 
Throughout—Thruout. 
Catalogue—Catalog. 
Prologue—Prolog. 
Decalogue—Decalog. 
Demagogue—Demagog 
Pedagogue—Pedagog. 
These resolutions do not go to the 


extent of declaring that the new sys- 
tem shall be taught in schools and col- 
leges, but declare that all official mat- 
ter of the association shall conform to 
the new system. It Is also advised that 
the system shall be used in education- 
al journals and periodicals. As regards 
the employment of the new system in 
colleges and schools * the resolutions 
simply point out that it would be wise 
to encourage Its use in these institu- 
tions of learning.

ognized authorities will lollow In the 


wake of this movement or whether th« 
person in doubt •will accept the teach- 
ers' plan as authoritative.

far-reaching question which time alone, 
can determine.

The piaster cast 
then holds the bone in place till the 
muscles bind It there.

WHEAT RAISING IN ALASKA. 


Evidence To Show That It Was Carried 


On a Century Ago. 


Wheat raising in Alaska la not a 


new thing. 
R. B. Taylor of the Smith- 


sonian institution at Washington, has 
found on W*od Island, southeastern 
Alaska, the remains, of an old Russian 
flour mill which proves that the Rus' 
slans raised ;Wheat 
in Alaska and 


ground it Into flour a century ago. Of 
the crude machinery comprising the 
mill there ,now remains the cornet 
stones and two large pieces of the 
grinding stones. The size of the 
mil 


demonstrated, according to Mr. Tay- 
lor, that considerable wheat must have 
been grown in the valleys about Ju- 
neau and Sitka. He says: 


'From the conditions of the ruins I 


would suppose that the mill had been 
idle for 100 years, and In that time all 
history of it passed from the minds of 
the natives. Without a doubt their an- 
cestors at one time used flour made 
by this mill. While I was in the vicin- 
ity of Circle City I learned there was 
the ruin of another flour mill 100 miles 
south of there. 
I did not get to Bee 


It, but from all I -was able to learn it 
was of a later date and W9uld indicate 
that wheat was also grown In that sec- 
tion. 


'Why Russia abandoned wheat rais- 


ing and milling In Alaska is simply a 
matter of conjecture, for there is no 
history concerning it. There is this, 
however, that some yeara before" the 
sale of the district to the United States 
there was a great exodus of Russians 
from Alaska back to the empire, and 
it may 
have been that these were 


flour eaters, and that thereafter milling 
did not pay or that there was 
not 


enough grain raised to keep the mills 
supplied. 
Let thla be as it may, it Is 


lertaiii that at one time the natives 
were treated to flour." 


Charles A. Perry is taking to Alas-

The seed has been fur- 
nished him by the state agricultural 
college at Champaign, 111., and he Inr 
tends to plant It In the Copper river 
valley, where he claims there are 25,- 
000 square miles of land suitable for 
agricultural purposes. He is also tak- 
ng north a quantity of oats, beslder 
some barley, from Iceland, all for seed 
purposes. On the flats at the head of 
Copper rjver, Forty Mile, Perry has 
ieen wild grasses ten feet high. Tim- 
othy there attains a height of eight 
o nine feet when winter overtakes 
t.

lon of the success of raising grain and 
hay In the Copper river valley, and he 
purposes to thoroughly 
demonstrate

vegetable casein. 


These seeds aie deficient in fats and 


poorer in magnesia and phoapates than 
the reveals, but richer in soils, espe- 
cially potash and lime, and they con- 
tain 


In fact, in active nutriment, lentils 


Contain twice the 
amount 
secured 


from the same weight of wheat. 
But 


they never can tank as high as a uni- 
versal food product as wheat for vari- 
ous reasons. They are not so delicate In 
flavor or so agreeable to the majority 
of tastes ns the wheat kernels, their 
lack of gluten prevents their employ- 
ment to the many uses in cookery to 
which we may apply the wheat pro- 
ducts; also, combined with the legumln 
thete is a great deal of sulphur and 
phosphorus; the former Is apt to pro- 
duce flatulence by forming within the 
body sulphuretted hydrogen and slmil- 
ai compounds. 
They also contain at 


least six per cent of insoluble matter, 
which renders them unsutted for those 
whose employment in sedentary. 
But 


for active open-air workeis this class 
of foods will be found equal to meat in 
nutritive power, without the objection- 
able features of the latter. 


Although the legumes are not to be 


Indulged in too freely or Immoderately 
by the shut-In workers, it must not be 
understood that they are to be entirely 
excluded from their diet, but 
they 


should not be used w<th other foods 
in which the albuminoids also piedom- 
Inate. 
* 


The proper arrangement of diet is to 


vary it as much as possible without 
mixing too many articles together at 
the same meal. Our food must con- 
tain a sufficient quantity of fat, phos- 
phates and of proteld matter. 
But in 


order to obtain these do not make the 
mistake of over-cooking. 
There is 


more danger of Immediate upsetting 
of the cigestlve functions by eating 
excessive quantities of starchy foods, 
or too great an amount of such con- 
centrated foods aa the legumes without 
the corresponding quantities of cor- 
rective food elements, than by partak- 
ing too freely of flesh foods. 
The 


dietetic blunders are all made for want 
of proper understanding of the nu- 
trient value of vegetable foods which 
compsire with flesh foods, and wrong 
combinations in arranging a fleshlees 
diet. 
A free use of fruits and vege- 


tables at the same meal, Instead of 


run. 
Season with salt, pepper, a little 


chopped parsley, onion 
juice 
and 


powdered sage. 
Add the cooked len- 


tils and a few flne, dry bread crumbs. 
Mix well and let stand for an hour. 


Then fry in hot fat same as other

Potted Bean Savory. 


Stew some brown kidney beans for 


several hours. Then drain off the liq- 
uor, which may be used for soup. Rub 
the beans through a sieve, mix with 
some flne brown bread crumbs, season 
with onion juice, minced parsley, a lit- 
tle powdered thyme, salt and pepper to 
taste and enough butter to make a nice 
paste. Put into a saucepan and stir 
over the fire a few minutes; then pack 
In jars and cover with melted butter or 
paraffin e. This can be used same as 
potted meats and makes nice sand- 
wiches. 


Baked Beans. 


This is a variation of the orthodox 


pork and baked beans. Soak a pint of 
white beans over night. In the morn- 
ing put them on to boll, with plenty of 
water to covar them and add more as 
it becomes absoibed in cooking. Slice 
half a pound of breakfast bacon thin 
and distribute through the beans and 
cook with them. Cook gently until the 
beans are tender but not soft enough 
to break. Just before taking from the 
fire add half a cup of New Orleans mo- 
lasses; let all boll up and then pour 
into a buttered dish. Cut stiipg of ba- 
con like straws and lay them over the 
top of the beans; place In the oven 
and bake until well browned or for 
about two hours.

Silas journeyed to the South Galatian 
churches, thence through the northern 
part of Galatia, Phrygia and neigh 
boring districts to the coast of the 
Aegean sea at Troas, opposite Europe

this point the narrative in the Acts 
begins to be in the first person. 
At 


Troas the vision of the- Macedonian 
calling for help marked 
an epoch in 


Paul's career. 
Hitherto he had min- 


istered in Asia. 
Now he crooses to 


Europe.

lourney finds the apostles

Macedonia, then in Greece, where Paul 
preached at Athens and Corinth, re- 
turning finally to the Asiatic contin- 
ent for a brief stay at Ephesus, thence 
home by way of Jerusalem to Antloch.

THE VENEZUELAN CHARACTER. 


People Not of the Same Temper as the 


Niearaguansi' 


It Is probable that in London and 


Berlin, if not in Washington also, the 
ilstory of and national temper of the 
Venezuelans have been overlooked or 
misconceived and that it has been too 
ight.ly taken for granted that they 
jould be as roughly ana summarily 
•rought to book as were the Nlwiragu- 
ans. AB a matter of fact, among all 
he Latin-American peoples the Ven- 
zuelans have the most illustrious rec- 
rd, Unlike the British colonists, who 
ad the aid of Prance, they did not I 
ave the assistance of any European 


sowee In their uprising against their 


mother country. Not only did they fre 
themselves from Spanish oppression 
however, but they played the part o 
liberators in New Granada, Ecuador 
Peru and Bolivia. If, indeed, the re 
nown of a national hero is to be meas 
ured by military triumphs in the field 
there is no reason why the name o 
Bolivar should pale besicte that 
of 


Washington. It was preposterous to 
assume that a people conscious of en- 
nobling traditions, and inspired by 
heroic examples, would tamely sub- 
mit to be treated like China or like 
Egypt. That assumption seems to have 
been made, however, by the British 
and German commanders in Venezue- 
lan waters, and, as those officers have 
not been superseded, we must infer 
that their conduct has met with ap- 
proval at the foreign offices of London 
and Berlin. 


Under the circumstances President 


Roosevelt might well have considered 
t his duty to point out that the smooth 
assurances originally given to him on 
paper had not been made good in fact, 
ind that in case a provocative policy- 
should cause the allied powers to drift 
nto a long .anTr-sanguinary war with 
an American republic it might be ex- 
pected that the mediation of the Unit- 
•d States or a resort to arbitration 
hould be speedily agreed upon. Again 
we reiterate the oft-repeated assertion 
of the national necessity of building 
and maintaining a navy equal in size 
and Btrenstn to that.ot-tbft germau
